USINE|Ithorship is easily anticipated, had we no experi- 


never thought of forming a poetical creed, or a po- 
Jetical school, which confined all excellence to a 





subsequent times, when literature became exten- 
ded to a greater portion of society, the knowledge 
which was heretofore acquired through an inti- 
mate acquaintance with the best writers, became 
partly supplied by conversation, and the advanta- 
ges of a more enlightened society. ’ 
In the days of Pope, every man was a profound 
scholar, or an ignorant clown; there was scarcely 
any medinm. These two classes never mingled 
with each other, so that little knowledge was ac- 
quired through the mere intercourse of society. 
The first class, accordingly, were almost all wri- 
ters or critics, and the latter class knew they had 
no pretensions to be either. At present, the mat- 
ter is quite otherwiee ; we have so many classes, 
that it is impossible to distinguish one from the 
other. There are few who can be called com- 
pletely ignorant, and the profoundly learned are 
perhaps as few as either. But, between these ex- 
tremes of knowledge, there are intelligences of all 
shapes and sizes; men whose knowledge is less 
acquired from books and a classical education, 
than from an intercourse with those who have ac- 
quired their knowledge through the regular chan- 
nel. 
In conversation it always happens, or at least 
generally so, that men who appear nearly on an 
equality, in treating any subject, are at an immense 
distance from each other, in point of real informa- 
tion. A learned man, or a man of profound thought 
and extensive views, cannot, in the rapidity of con- 
versation, bring forward the whole chain of reason- 
ing that lies unconnected in his mind, but which he 
is capable of connecting in his more retired and 
contemplative moments. Unable, therefore, to say 
all he wishes to say, and feeling he cannot do the 
subject that justice of which he knows himself ca- 
pable, he often speaks less to the pent than he who 
has a mere superficial knowledge of it. He has so 
much to say, that he is at a loss, for the moment, 
where to begin; while he who views the subject 
only in one point of view, feels no loss whatever in 
expatiating upon it. The little he knows he has 
always ready, and out it comes, whether it be ap- 
plicable or not. No wonder, then, that men of su- 
perficial knowledge, and who owe the greater part 
even of this hnowledge to mere conversation, should

If every man we converse with were a Webster or 
a Walsh, it would be impossible for us to derive 
any advantage from it, unless we firet prepared 
ourselves to analyze and digest the knowledge 
which is acquired through the medium of conver- 
sation, by previous study end an unwearied appli- 
cation to books. Without this previous prepara- 
tion, we take every thing for granted that is told 
us, because we are ourselves too ignorant to dis- 
cover whether it be true or false. Hence we store 
up a thousand errors, which to us are as true as 
demonstration itself, and accordingly they become 
beequent reasoning. 

But this is not the only evil: without the prepa- 
ration of which I have spoken, we are not qualified 
to understand what we hear in conversation, and, 
therefore, when we are told what is true, we con- 
vert it into what is felee by understanding it differ- 
ently from what the speaker intended. It requires 
but a slight acquaintance with the history of Eng- 
lish literature (and in that term 1 comprehend our 
own) to perceive that youth receive a more super- 
ficial classical education, and that their course 0! 
studies is more lightly and more quickly got over, 
at present, than during the three last centuries, 










to a much greater number of individuals now than 
formerly. It is now become a populer doctrine, 
that we should study men, not books, and so, we 
throw away our books and enter early into society] 
to acquire a practical acquaintance with the world.
